Sir: 


Reply to yours of 25th instant, asking that $3,000 in one dollar gold pieces be transferred 
from the Mint to your office, I beg to say that the amount on hand in the Mint appears to be by 
latest returns, $2500 only: of this amount I have this day directed a transfer of $1,000 to you. 


As you say that a portion of the $3,000 is wanted for the purpose of accommodating a 
prominent bank official and his customers, I may say in this connection that the number of 
applications to this office and to the Director of the Mint, for gold dollars, presumably to be used 
as bangles and for like purposes, has been very great; and while applicants have been supplied to 
the extent that the gold dollars were on hand, it has not been considered advisable by the 
Department to direct such coinage for the purpose of supplying a demand not for legitimate 
purposes of business.
